In the Community Forum discussion on Economic Nationalism as a Means 
to Recovery, the speakers are Mr. A. O. Arseneau, Compliance Director of the 
NRA in San Francisco, Mr. Roy Winquist, assistant to the president of the Gen¬ 
eral Steamship Company, San Francisco, and Mr. E. Clemens Horst, merchant- 
farmer and member of the Economics Section of the Commonwealth Club, San 
Francisco. Mr. Horst, president of the E. Clemens Horst Company, has been 
engaged for many years in the growing of hops and fruit; also in the canning 
and packing of fruits and the exporting of barley. He is the inventor of the 
hop picking machine and natural air driers for hops. He is also a frequent con¬ 
tributor of articles on economics for the magazines and newspapers. 

Speakers at the last Community Forum, January 21, were A. E. Stockberger, 
State Director of Finance, and Dr. Malcolm Davisson, professor of Public 
Finance, University of California. The subject for February 18 will be Crime 
and Prisons in California, speakers to be announced later. 

European Tours Sponsored by Mills College Faculty 

Mrs. Genevieve Sweetser Wood (Mills ’26), a member of the Department of 
Music in the School of Fine Arts, is organizing an Open Road tour to Europe 
this summer under the auspices of the National Student Federation of America. 
She is limiting her party to eight or ten members, a trip designed for young 
students who wish to make their first trip to Europe a stepping stone to a fuller 
appreciation of music, drama, art. Student hosts in the different countries will 
meet the party and share with the members glimpses into their national life. The 
itinerary, which includes eight cities—London, Paris, Geneva, Milan, Florence, 
Venice, Munich, and Naples—has been so arranged that many pauses of six to 
eight days are allotted. The party will sail from New York, June 25, and return 
from Havre, August 10.

Another European trip planned by two members of the Mills College faculty 
for the summer, is a pre-Conference tour in connection with the World Federa¬ 
tion of Education meeting in Oxford from August 10 to 17, inclusive. This 
trip is designed primarily for men and women who have been abroad before or 
who are especially interested in the Oxford Conference.
